The College has now been in existence 
spnvj fifteen years* and its students are 
working chiefly in private families, though 
some have schools and classes of their 
own. The chief work of the students 
seems likely to be always private teaching, 
for there are a very large number of parents 
who are either unable to send 1 heir children 
to school or who prefer to keep then! at 
home. The students find private teaching 
very happy work : they are treated as 
members of the family* often as elder 
daughters, anti they share the family life, 
its opportunities for the pursuit of hobbies, 
literary culture and pleasant change - t all 


this does away with that feeling of 
drudgery and isolation which falls heavily 
on many professional women and tends to 
keep up a certain freshness and youth* so 
good for the children and so hard to main- 
tain in the present rush of life. 

The students go out with a very definite, 
as well as enthusiastic* knowledge of their 
profession ; and the feeling that they are 
not isolated units* but members of a large 
body of thoughtful parents and teachers 
working with the same aims in view and 
on the same principles and methods, gives 
them the power of doing steady, quiet 
work without the anxiety that comes of 
an isolated uncertainty as to methods and 
aims ; the fairly successful student is: 
saved, too* anxiety about ways and means * 
-she seldom leaves one post but another is 
Waiting to receive her and, probably, no 
professional women ar£ so well-paid and 
sojileasantly circumstanced.
